Uifflna Division* FU7* and onoomuaaa that part of the Korean oompaign 
ooourrlng beyween July 14-, 1950* and October 26* 1930* Since moat of 
the notes were made u^er adverse oondltlona and the events and ohar- 
aoters ttentioned are real and not fictional* no excuse la made for pos-* 
alble errors* format used* or lan<.uage employed. 

Zn July 1930 * the LstProvMarlne Brig'^a was hurriedly formed at Camp 
Pendelton* Oceanaldo* Calif.* and ordered overaeaa in reaponao to the 
threat of an 1 rtei-national situation that aud^:ianly developed in Korea. 

The Brigade oonaiated of the 3ht Marino Regiment rainforoed by olements 
of the 11th Marlnea* Servioe elemonta from tha 1st Marino Division, Hr 
elements from tha 1st Marine 9ing* Baker kedloal ConClater re>^ie si noted 
as Charlie Medical Co) of the 1st Medloal Battalion* and on H&S Battalioo 
The Brigade was trained* equipped * and destined for employment In amph- 
ibious assault warfare. Destiny* however* la floklo; perhaps as flokis 
as the reports of field training routlnaly subadttad while whan an org- 
anisation la blvouaoad in the 0. 3. The Brigade waa com .andad by Brigmi- 
ler Oeneral S. A. Craig* USMC* and tha lat Marina Division by Major Gener- 
al O.P. Smith, aSMO.

14 J\ily 1930 < All liaxula made last goodbyee to fxiexula and families 
at 2400, 7”13“50« Want on board D8S Clymer to oooint rcaea. Drunk or 
sober, they're all here and that's phenomenal. Some confusion over 
the whereabouts of the Brigade Dental Surgeon but he is finally 
reported aboard Henrloo. The Brigade S\iXgeon Is on board at about 
30,000 feet altitude. Troops, biioollo and aloohollo, atusA>le on 
board. Up early and watched iinderway preparations. Out and away at 
1000, weather over oast and cool. Many ships In San Diego harbor 
render honors as we pass and we return same. One ship has turned 
out their band and salutes us with the Marine Corps Hymn and also 
Aloha. A lot of us will start thinking now. Outside the harbor to 
form convoy and many old hands regretting to see the familiar rout- 
ine so soon after World War II. Scarcely In formation and one ship 
(Henrico) falls out. Sailors on the weather decks are blacking out 
ports and checking hatch and port switches. We practice zig-zag 
tactics, le axe unescorted - sitting ducks. Men who enjoy liberty 
m\ist endure the fatigue of maintaining It. 

15 July 1950 • Pay <Iay - but everyone asks, "Where's the D.O. T" 

For us the question becomes : "Where's otir hospital, its staff, and 
oiir medical supplies ?" The answer Is easy, of co\jrse; they're all 
on the Henrloo bound for San Francisco and repairs - thanks to a 
loused-up tiorblne. Solution to this problem will prove difficult. 

It does xio good to add that the examination papers and Board are 
also with her. Continued cool , overcast, and intermit tent showers. 
DuZlng the night, some friends joined convoy. Troops seem In fine 
shape and there are only a few oeises of mal-de-mer. Two troopd 
admissions to sick-list for pneeaonltls. Food on board quite good 
and no growls from troops. Worked on anergency supply list. Brig. 
Surg. crew working on Innooulatlon roster. In afternoon, troops 
inrioculated with typhoid, tetanus, and oowpoz. Very cool In eve- 
ning. Course NSW about par. 

16 July 1930 : Slept, twelve hours - must have been tlredi Sea bec- 
oming rough and many rain squalls. Sick call line increases dally 
and most eire sea-sickness. Ship's doctor using Dremamine. One 
threatened appendix case responded quickly to an SS enema. SHH 111 
from yesterday's Innoculatlons. As of noon, we have voyaged 398 
miles leaving only 4,360 ^lles to go. Turning about I 3 knots and 
makizig good a little over 13. Worked on SOP and training achedule. 
To port astern, the CVE , with a heavy deck load of planes, is tak- 
them over her l^w. This vessel fits her nickname "Greasy Beorge* - 
it stinks.' Ships crew innoculated. News received that some of per- 
sonnel on Henrico will transship to Gen. Jackson. Much discussion' 
in ward room over Ecrsan situation. Question: Are we to be committ- 
ed to an ^parently hopeless situation T 

17 July 1930 • Up early and re-lntroduoed to Navy beans and corn- 
bread for breakfast. Again, many howls and graon, for we continue 
Innoculatlon of officers and troops with emphasis on t 3 rphus and 
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cholera. Worked on SOP and training schedule. Alongside all morning 
was the Bass’ (APD 124-) for refueling - an American stunt highly 
contributory to last war's naval vitories. Sea like a mill yond but 
overcast and rain squalls. In the afternoon, a helicopter from the 
CVE made guard mail run of all ships. Physical exercise started for 
all hands. Brigade Special staff works out on topside, number 3 
hatch - Capt. Jesulka in charge - we all find new muscles. To eve- 
ning school in wardroom; another Korean briefing. It wo\xld seem 
that we are in for a rotten one for the old chivalry of war appears 
dead and murder walks Instead. Considerable discussion about our 
use of the Qeneva cross iasignia and armi ig medical personnel. In 
late eveing, the band entertained with a concert. Food continues 
to be good but the end of the fresh milk supply appears in the 
iomediate offing. 

18 July 1930 • This evening finds us some I3OO miles out of San 
Diego, course NNW , and ;)ust over the 40th parallel. Sea like a 
mill pond all day but overcast skies continue. E.R. H. recovering 
and moving around ship - on the prowl. Internal troxibles in our 
own department •> the CPO's are at each other's throats. Feel like 
applying an old Navy method - lock 'em both in the bosun's look- 
er.' We are out on the deep water now - the deep water that knows 
no time, that makes one feel at peace, thkt Ignores man's great- 
est efforts as puny; then, changeable as a woman, rises swiftly, 
angrily, and couplet ely, and sweeps him to his doom. The sick 
call line increases and there seems little reason for it. Idle 
men remember ola conplaints. The young medico on board is showing 
signs of strain - broods and ponders over his lack of experience 
in ventures s\ich as ours. Discussed this with Brig. Surgeon. Bx: 
pep talks and a little bourbon. School in wardroom again - JS on 
Korean military characteristics. 

19 July 1930 • Sea like glass all day but mare's tails in the wes- 
tern sky. Our first realstinshine since leaving. Course centimes 
NNW, we have reached 4-lst par. and are about 169O miles out of San 
Diego. Physical exercise is now a daily chore. More school - on 
Korean customs. Message received that two more Army Divisions have 
landed in Korea - maybe the fracas will be over before we get there. 
Laid down the law in stateroom #l6 and all hands turned to and 
held a field day. There is no sense in Marine officers allowing 
quarters to look and smell like the black hole of Calcutta. Consid- 
erable education indicated - these characters close the port on 

the slightest pro'^ocatlon .' 

20 July 1930 • mare's tails bro\ight more than a good blow - they 
also brought considerable rain. The George C. has lurched axoiond all 
day and still pitches and yaws. A troubled day this. A messege rec- 
eived from the Pic away that one of our colored Marines accidentally 
fell into a laundry extractor and suffered a traumatic amputation 

of the right arm, eight centimeters distal the shoulder joint. A 
19 year old named Singleton. At about 1800 a splendid feat of sea- 
manship was performed. In terrific seas , alonslde came the APD 124 
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aiia syncnroni zed speeae witn us. Tde Bren gun sounaea, over went 
a line ana. then a cable. Holaing true on course, the APE Heelea 
snarply to port to maice a taut high line ana over, quid as a wink, 
c:.Jiie a sc'iilor with a rea-hot appendix via Stokes stretcher. Never 
even wet his Blanket ana into surgery he went. This afternoon, 
corpsmen held troop inspection in conipartmenta. It seems there are 
many cases of pediculi aboard and we are accused of lousing up the 
oetail. Rx: DDT powder and more inspections. The Brigaae Surgeon 
and Dr.Caire had small talk over bourbon. Darken ship tonight and 
we will no aoubt begin to siuell. 

21 July 199-' • As of 1200 : Co .mse N'.ffl, +2nd. par. 2,31o miles out 
of San Diego and 2,695 Judies to go. We are due to loss a day soon. 
Ports closed all night aiid ship stinks to high haaven. Our two 
Chief-: I'Eunting and Granatowski) at it again - dax:n 'em. General 
field day on ship followed by C.O.'s i inspection. Tne wind has ex- 
nausteo. itself anc the sea is calm a^^ain. Colored ooy on Pickai.Tfay 
still alive and appendix case doing OK. Physical exercise and 
briefing in wardroom a^^ain. 

22 July 1 : We s’ceaiiCd in a column today and all ships unlimb- 

ered tneir gvuis. My kids Uiilimoered tne nypo needles •a;.o. put a 
numoer of us in tne sack all day. C.iOlera anu typnus - pnew.' 

23 July anc. 20 July 1^50 • Tnis morning was Suiiday and this after- 
noon was Monday. At about 1200 we crossed, d', l60tn. jueridian and 
at about 35 deg. 3 mins. Downhill from nere and Japan lies about 
200 s miles ahead of us. No ceremonLea were neld out we are, again, 
-loeiubers in good stanuirig in tne Oraer of the Golden Dragon. Band 
concert aiid smoker neld in afternoon on 0-2 hatch. Pickaway case 
still, aldve and rs...-r* e... a.^ in ^.cod snape. Scncols continue and 
troops ordered to snift to utilities today. Meaical SOP suouiittid 
to G-i for com.'uent. 

25 July 195^ ' The weatner is stinking hot and one finds it diff- 
icult to sleep at night. Tne feudin' anu fussin' continues between 
tiie GPr's a_m. now has included tnose of snip's company, held a 
small indignation meeting and read riot act. One by the naiie of 
Manuel is somewhat of a proolem - glad he doesn't belong to us. 
Started GPO's to lecturing to troops and medical personnel as a 
prophylaxis. Word published today that we are to go to Kobi , Jap- 
an, tranship, and await further orders. Everyone is excited and 
morale has risen. This evening we were joined by three trim and 

ef ficient-looking greyhounds who took stations in the convoy. News 
tnat the Henrico is out two days behind us is welcomed. 

26 Jbdy 1950 ’ The orders received yesterday for Japan cancelled 
today and morale dropped wray oelow par. Instead of Kobi, it is to 
oe Pusan at the soutnasst tip of Korea. We are, it seems, to be 

CO imiitted in a hurry. Radio news indicates that tne Reds are with- 
in 100 miles of Pusan at present; weather in Korea must be wanr..' 
Ca'jght up with and joined the LSD's today, reducing •..or spac-d to 
a slow ten knots. Very hot today. Innoculatioris continue. 
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27 July iy5C : Increassa trainiijg activity amongst the troops. 
Whereever there is room or space available, one finds Si;.all knots 
of Marines soberly list«ni..g go l30tures and snapping in on tne 
rifle, carbine, BAR, mortar, rocket launchers, etc. V7e have revi- 
uestea that our personuel oe issued carbines and be instructed in 
their use atid care. Tnis re.^uast has precipitated ^uite an invol- 
veu argument aiuong^st the top brass out Hs-ing is adamant. Lost con- 
siderable uime today in c nvoy antics ai'id r ef i^eli^ tne si\aller 
vusssls. Very warm now both at day and night. The ship stinks and 
the troop spaces are iiearly u-ioear able. ..-.any persoruiel sleeping 
on topside in effort to cool off. Playea poker and ran a hot one 
on Seidel - poor guy snoulu nave seenit.’ Only time in my life 
that I've seen a penny ante game with a $62.00 pot. Band concert in 
evening. 

26 July 1950 : Field day directly follo-we- by C.O. 's inspection. 

At noon ivs vvare about 600 miles froa. the coast of Japan. Still at 
slow convoy speed. One LSD (Gunston Hall) attempted refueling from 
carrier and bounced off her side. Some damage done. Schools contin- 
ue and a talent(?) show was held in afternoon on 0-2 hatch. The CPO 
bickering continues and, again, ate their collective rears out. 

News f^om Korea continues bad. It is rumored that three of our con- 
voy will drop out and go to Kool. Weather continues very hot. 

E.R. H. held first of a series of lectures to medical personnel on 
field mediCcl. tactics. Our young medico continues to brood. 

29 July 1950 : School and more school. Everywhere on lack little 
kiu»ts of men intently studying equipment ano. armament. Saturday 
routine end anotner band concert. Three of our group have departed 
for Kobi. Anotner long argument .vith G-1 about snapping in medical 
personnel on .4-5 and M-2. 

30 July 1950 : Sunday and very waxm. Inter ruittent showers but they 
do little to cool off the snip. For posterity or something’, the 
special staff officers had their pictures taiien today. Individual 
shots and a group picture. Schools continue. E.R.H. abandoned caut- 
ion today and got scalped by tne barber. 

31 July ly'56 : Hotter still today.' The wind has shifted to dead 

astern. First landfall today - an island off txie port bow - one of 
the Shima group. Conducted classes for corpsiuen on topside in AM: 
first aid ana shock therapy, reconstitution of plasma, etc. Lt.Mann 
condacted lecture to oorpsmen on .45 and m- 2. In afternoon, corps- 
men ana officers fired off faiitail for familiarization. As of 1200 
we were 757 miies from Puaan a-V- miles out of San Diego. Romm 

#16 nad small Bourbon party \mder direction CWO Woodbury. As our 
future draws near, we ask, as all lasn nave, w'aere, niexi , xivr.v , :nd 
vny ? There is some speculation as to whether or not we'll get 
ashore at Pusan. 

1 August 1950 : The wind continues from dead astern and we continue 
to sweat ana stink. A great many cases of irdliria rubra. Entered 



Vari Diamin Strait at a'Dout l600. This is beautiful scenery - islands 
rising abruptly from the sea. News received today that the 2nd. Army 
Division has beat us in - they went ashore last Sunday and are al- 
ready in the fray. Lokbs like we ‘11 go in early too. An exceptional 
dinner in the wardroom tonight topped off with a large cake decorat- 
ea with the words ‘Happy Landing 1st Brigade‘.As hot as it is, we 
had a brandy bust in room #l6 - Capt. Hering up to 30,000 ft. and 
no 02 taiik. There will be lit vie sleeping on board tonight. Tomorr- 
ow Pusan followed immediately by panaemonium. Packed and ready to 
go. 

2 August 1950 ; All hands have spent this day in last minute brief- 
i rg sessions and packing. Entered Pusan harbor at about ISOC - a 
very ousy place. The Gomi.anding General on board after dinner for 
a staff meeting. He presents a rough war picture : mass attacks, 
superiority of numbers, infiltration tactics of enemy, employment 
of agents, excellent leadership, and superb use of camouflage. 

Our orders from Craig are brief and to the point: "If I askea you 
gentlemen to be prepared to go into the field prepared for oomoat 
ten days from now, I know you would do it; if I asked you to do 
the same thing three days from )f;now, I know you would do it; and, 
if I asked you to disembark your troops, unload your gear, and be 
prepared to go into tne field at 04-30 tomorrow morning, I know you 
can and will ao it. Those, gentlemen, areyour orders. Good luck and 
Goa bless you The remainder of this night ajid the early part of 
the next aay ( 3 August has dissolved into a mad frenzy of 

activity. Up all night unloadlr^ supplies from various ships ana 
aistri Outing special items t_ irifantry oattalions , penicillin, 
aureomycyin, and cnloroquine. Contactea Capt. Cohen and Major Zol- 
ina of the Army Medical Supply Depor at Pusan. From them 

obtained every drop of Jap B vaccine available, 6,000 cc‘s. Medic- 
al personnel put at work in.,, culating troops before they left their 
ships. Capt. Cohen and Keel an made rounds of every ship in with the 
convoy to beg, borrow, or steal medical supplies. Cohen says depot 
supplies are lean. TSith regard to our re-supply (thank the Lord the 
Henrico caught up with us ) the following decision made: Turn over 
re-supply to Army to augment depot stocks and they will forward in- 
crements to us at five day intervals or as ordered. All night long 
the docks have been a scene of confused activity - supplies coming 
off ship everywhere and everyway and being piled here and there in 
helter sxelter fashion, aiujiunit ion being issued to troops, tanks 
groaning off to the railhead, trucks roaring around, native coolie 
gangs sweating uxider terrific load, and everything dissolving into 
the snafu of disemoarkation. Secured out jeepand loaned same. At 
about 1200, to Army Evacuation Hcspital, Pusan. Capt. Hering dis- 
cussed pr event i e menicine problems in local area with Army medico 
in charge. Major Alshcre. Arranged also to issue Army one of our 
Toaa fog generators and a supply of DDT and oil for vector control 
in Pusan. Alshore advises that plague potential exists in area be- 
cause of refugee influx aiid edso ao.vises imu.ediate ai^tl-malar ial 
measures with chloroquine. Capt. Hering, Keelan, ana Bass out of 
Pusan at 1400 with convoy. Armstrong and Peeler to proceed ahead 
via train to Chang won. Bunting to remain oenind la x ^ax echelon at 
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Pusaj:i to hanale rfccorus. Reacriad bxit^aoe C.P. at about 1700. Located 
on niliSicLe aoout Z miles east of Gnai%v.'on. DUj- in for nignt. Capt. 
He^iijg - out ter flies- aspirin ai:io. arpnogel. At about 2 '^QG Armstrong 
axiu Peller arrive. Hecort elements of Baker Medical Company have 
arrived at Changwon. Situation normal - all fouleo. up 

4- Aug'ust 1950 : At 0340 our first casualty of the campaign arrived 
at the C.P. Cozsalic, Robt.C, A Co. ^ 1st Bn. , 5"th; GSW dorsal spine 
with cord involvement. Shot by own troops during night. Worked on 
by skipper and Lehnian : morphine , plasma, serum alburtin and supp- 
ortive care. Evacuated to Changwon by ainbulance at O63C but died 
there shortly after arrival. Second casualty at Changwon: Smith, 

GSW chest, accidental discharge of .4-5. Evacuated by helicopter to 
Army Evac. Hospital at Pusan T A Marine Corps first). Still dug in 
at CP, now known as Mosquito Junction. •proops assemblying at Chang- 
won and masan areas. Streams of refugees have been passing over the 
read all day cjia nignt. Mar-ines lo sing them over closely and usi- 
ng^ mine detectors on tnem. At noon, helicopter and OY spotted ene- 
my OP atop ridge on our right flank. Patrol started up mountain 
ridge to investigate (Snoula iiave large type 'copters for this 
type of werK) . Capt. Heriijg returned fron Chagwon madder 'n'ell 
over catching any nuxi-cer of troops fillirig canteens at native well 
in village. Many calls for insect repellent aiid DDT lause powder. 

Q.M failed to procure and issue same and troops are in field v/itn 
siupty jungle kits. Patrol on mountain raoios they have heat exh- 
austion case aiid requests hospit alraan. Two heat casualties evac- 
uated by 'copter and revived in short order at about 17OO. Baker 
Medical Co. now establishing at Gnangvvon on flat cars at railhead. 
They seem in foul shape - little organization and cannot locate 
gear. 

5 August 1950 • one slept mucxi last night and it wasn't tne 
damn mosquitos. The trigger-happy engineers fired all night at us, 
themselves, rooks, anything tnat moved, etc. At daybreak, they must 
have loosed at least two thousand rounds. No one dared, move, could 
only dig deeper ana cuss. Bering's profanity elo^.uent,''/ Capt. in a 
foul mood; shoved off to Changwon, lined up B Co. and read them the 
riot act. Emptied railraod cars, inventoried, ana started to res- 
tore order. One lad reported in for sick call ana passed a large 
round worm (Necator?) that he must have brought with him. Made ex- 
hibit of saiiie and nunerous customers. Raised hell over proposed gal- 
ley set-up and spring on hill where everyone does everything. Arm- 
strong and Keel an off in afternoon tc inspect galley set-up of atll 
installations in area. Learned Army is to install surgical hospit- 
al (8063rd) in senoolhouse at Changwon. Everyone in fair shape. 

A few reports of enemy activity ariboling in - we still have no 
decent comu.unication system. Heavy rain in afternoon despite Capt. 
Herings profane assurances that the rainy season was over. As yet, 
no DDT or Solviciae nas arrived. Keel an to Pusan in evening by 
last helicopter to scrounge. At Pusan went to docks with Lessen- 
ae n and spotted gear. Toe darx to work so to Pusan Uni v. and bed, 

6 August 1950 : To aooks early with Lessenden and obtained two 
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truckloac-s of medical gear ana one trucicloan of rations. Supplies 
on Qocks in foul shape but Lessenden had locateo. DDT and Solvicide. 
To move out so soon without supplies ana proper equipment is con- 
trary to all MarCorps policy. To SC'S^th Med. Depot and told them 
to assume custody of our gear left behind and also organic gear 
left behind by B Med. Changed order on supply increments from 5 
days to 7 days. Returned to Chang-.von and urloaded gear and rations 
at B Med. Co. Cap. Bering to Masan to select site for B iv^ed. Co. 
Will establish at railhead there also. Elements will move up to- 
morrow. Spent a lonesome half ^our in Changwon at 2230 - brakes 
on our jeep locked and there it was. Finally kicked them loose. 
Returned to CP and small talk with Maggie Higgins and Bob Miller. 
Maggie haa torn her britches in the most interesti rg place. W’e 
dig in some more and two Army characters showed up in the dark 
with a jug and a tale of exposure. Capt. made field diagnosis of 
GC ana ordered POB. While scrambling for same, call for corpsmen 
cariiS from up road where truck had. gone over the side. No casual- 
ties and search for PQB resumed. Alioost immediately another call 
for help came from the same ^ot in the road where anotner truck 
had gone over. Again, no casualties. We seem to be stretching our 
luck .* Regardless, the Army finally got the POB and were ordered 
to return for another if they remained in the vidijmity. Turned in 
oat little sleep. Swarms of mosquitos. 

7 August 1950 J Up early to lousy chow, CG off to front by ’copter 
and landed in small oaxrage. Pilot returned ana, on attempting to 
set down on dike, rsn into trouble. Ro'cor sheared off blade from 
anti-torque prop, ‘copter spun around, rose, and splashed into 
paddy. Pilot OK but ‘copter out of business for awhile. Moved to 
Masan and foiand B Co. set up at railhead. TKey seem to be getting 
-•r^anized. Army is running a clearing station and medical supply 
duiflp here. Missed convoy and proceeded to Chingdong-ni alone; 
dirty dusty trip tc OP located aoout nine miles forward of Masan. 
Armstrong and Peeler missing with jeep ambulance. CB located on 
side of aountain aoove site of former leper colony. A warm wel- 
come here this morniing ana considerable incoiidng mail received. 
Village across way is deserted and shows evidence of mush of art- 
illery fire. Established Reg i men tal-t Brigade aid station on road 
at foot of steep slope. Nelson HM3 evacuated this AM with shrapnel 
in right leg. In eveni-.g, long lines of col.'rsd tro- ps and ROK 
straggle back to rearward. These are elements of the 24th that 
have been on tne line for many days. Beasley HM3 svaoyated with 
shrapnel, leg. Anderson HM3 has large bruise on right leg from 
mortar burst but is onejob. Blether. HM3 brought in with combat 
fatigue - sjiowed with pentobarb. Eas.y Co sufferer many casualties 
from own arti_j.ery barrage. Keelan back to Masan in aubulance 
convoy at 2230 for supplies.. This convoy accoripanied by machine 
gun jeep and established the fact that infiltration has been 
accomplished by the enemy about two miles to rear of CP. From 
2000 7 August until 1430 6 Aug^ust 155^ evacuation by aubulance 
impossiole because of road bloSk. Serious cases evacuated by means 
cf helicopter - requirin^^ about 45 minutes. At about 14-30 8 Aug 
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3>d patients svacuatea to kasan oy armed ambulaics convoy. At 
I'jO^ Lt . limualman GSW head evacuated, to Mas an by helicopter. Supp- 
lies ade^iUate except for litters. Mecori unit reported in at Masan 
Fo^ uiachine put ii. operation at Masan and ra.j.jriead area 
treated. Lt ( jg)D ' houcler reported at Masan and assigned to Army 
Clearing Stati.-. On 0-6-5O Ke;:lan said Dr. Casteel reported back 
at CP at about 1-+3C after having heled up at road bloaon for aboo.t 
three im’urs.' un coming through road block, lead driver suffered 
GSVf abdomen. Re;^-Brig. aid station enlarged. Three flys now up 
ana tney are needed. HG casualties : Singleton ^ concussionj 
Turner GSW chest (DE) ; Holt^^uist - concassicn. Blethen HMJ returned 
to line. Consider aole small arms fore atop hill over CP. Mortars 
7/hau..dng incessantly. Armstrong aiod Peeler reported in at 175©. 

At ISOC, S-6-30 , another £uiin.a,lnce train left for kasa^i with armed 
convoy. All aiiioulanoe convoys are unaer fire at roaa block area 
aioout two miles below our CP. Jack Kelly, "Ii:'s lixe naving a sore 
peter, if one coula keep the svvel-ing aid lose the ov.renesa, would' 
nt tilings be rosy ?" I9OO- Ai'tillery laying down heavy harassing 
fire against enemy positions to the southeast. Our location has 
boameraiiged. Constant fire from our artillery has loosened boulders 
atop steep hill over our aiastation and foxholes. Lt(jg) Larson, 
afoe/ about bC hours constant work uncer vrcrst ccrhiticas has bec- 
ome a casualty. He hah been ordered to bed for nite, had bathed in 
irrigation ditch, was relaxed, and turned in foxhole. At about, 

1950, a boulder loosened, by concussion r . l]ed do-vvn the hill and 
struck hiip. He suffered a fractured pelvis with possible bladder 
involvement. Evacuated to Masan by helicopter at 20^5. Dr. Casteel 
ap>.oii.ted 3-ur^eon. Dr Larsen race emended for Legion of 

Merit. Dr. Caire has suffered breakdown and has been of little use 
for past o.ay and a half. For most part, he remains in foxhole. Is 
in bad shape, vomiting blood aiid extremely nervous. Oraerea evac- 
uated to Army Clearing Station to work there. 

9 August 1952 • Artili^so’y sounueo, eff -11-. night no one slept. 

Another armsd aiooulaiice convoy aispatched to Masan. Morgue, set up 
native hut, in fold, shape. Graves Registration section has not 
as yet reported. HC casualties : Smith, J.E. GSW Back LD; Murphy - 
recurrent malaria; Byrd- on non. , si o.,. rum., shoon. C93 ©j Lt (jg) 
H'Douoler ana six corpsa.sn reported (Hazelton , Meyers, Hogaa, Lassor, 
McMullen, aiid Green). Assigned to ^th. At 100 Graves Registr ai:ion 
finally rep.rted and removed bodies from morgue. Bodies badly dec- 
oiiposed by tnis time. Capt. Koring to Masan by jeep. Mortars aiid 
Howitzers continue harassin.;. fire; a.rwing active ana throwing a 
lot of .50 c.liore ana rockets into roaa block area below CP. HM's 
Frazier ana Downes returned from col-octing esotiii.ue ad ropla^od 
with kcMUllen ana Green. Haze ton ana Lassor to 3/5* Capt Hering 
retarnea from Masan and logs : " Army will back us up with aubulan- 
ces as fax as next juii^p which appears to be Paeaun-ni. Have also 
inuicated that they will try to give us helico'ptQr service for ser- 
ious cases but little creaenoe placed on this. The Div. Surg. of 
the 25th is not even aivare of where hie own coj...ecting slo«n..'33 
are or where tne battle is oein^, fou_-ht". B Co oraerea to set up 



sixty beds to hold, cs-suaj-ti es that vvilx be ready for duty in ten 
days. Bri^aoe Surgeon also re^^orts consu.idng 5 -• pa.icahe3, 

B rashers of bacon for breaKf:-st at Masan. At 14^0 Lord. Allen 
arid crew arrived at OP area th Tifa raachine and entire area fog- 
ged. Allen ordered to return to Masan and collect more gearj then 
to return and remain with CP group on next move vvsstvirard, Lt jg 
Ca:ure sent to Masan (Med.Co) and replaced by Lt jg H'Doubler. At 
ISCO CP area rather heavily shelled and newly established galley 
ran out of cuatomei-s early. S verai Korean casualties; S killed, 
and 1^ wo-unded which were treated and evacuated to Masan by truck. 
Brigade S\xrgeon neld conference with G-’l avd a LtCcl cf Army TCng- 
ineors an., requested an LSU for primary use of Medical Dept. Dec- 
ision on this will be out tomorrow. If obtained, wil.^. place B Med, 
on board end sent them to Kosuiig. Combat fati^'ue (physical exhaus- 
tion) cases (only three true psychoses so far) now have reached 
approximately 4C in number. These will be screened, some returned 
to duty in AM ana others returned to Masan with oraers to hold and 
return to duty at earliest. No salt tablets are available. Military 
situation: 1/5 has pushed 5 iiiilss towards initial objective. 2/5 
will move at 2100 toward Paeaun-rd. Relatively few casualties this 
d jte. 

10 August 195 c : Forty- three heat and fatigue oases returned to 
various oattalions this morning. Military situation: 2/5 advanced 
successfully to PaediUi-iii. Unf jx’ tunately an M-2b went through weak 
bridge over aeep ravine stalemating veniculax advance. General 
Craig went for.tara ana supervised construct i<_n ^.f alter auve bridge 
euxd all oattalions continue advance to Kosung and should reach ob- 
jective by eveni%. No casualties enrdute so far. luiet night at 
CP. South Koreans report small patrol of enemy in hills east of 
CP. Allen ana crew reported and will remain in CP group. 170 O : 
Military situation - CG returned from front ana reports advance 
elements suffering casualties and that tnere is roadblock forward. 
Regimental aid station ordered forward witn instructions to dispatch 
ambulances as far as nseued. (Lord. Casteel coid Keliv), Army contact- 
ed and ambulances requested to report to Brig. Aid Station for fur- 
ther instructions - 3 arrived and Bass and Sgt. Baker (USA) sent 
forward. They returned at about 22C0 after going forvmrd about 26 
miles eind picking up casualties directly from line. Total : 15 ; none 
serious. Treated and evacuated to Masan. Earlier in evening, two 

of our jeep smoulances (unidentified) made direct run to Masan; 
by-passing this station. Keel an and Armstrox^g took over aid station. 
Guard posted since so many elements have moved forward. At 200C, B 
med oredered to remove trailer from car and be ready for overland 
or water movement forward. Baker i-edical Company redesignated as 
Charlie Medical Co i .i accordance with some 1st division Order which 
has been floating around. 

11 August 1950 • Hot chOu for tro^-ps remaining in tnis area. No cas- 
ualities received curing night. Disease casualties rare. Combat fat- ^ 
igue (actually neat exhaustion) continues relatively light. At tnis 
point we are forced to evacuate tnese casualties to our Med. Co and 
they are ordered to return tnem to duty earliest (24-36 hrsj.GRO 
reports 16 oodies removed to Masan. Leper remainirg here left his

•pot during the nlgbt and orasrled about motor pool and radio area 
soaring the hell out of all concerned. South Koreans pressed Into 
service who returned the poor beggar to his spot under tree, fed 
and water ec. him. Leper requested poison but this refused. Issued 
evacuation Instriictlons (Memo l**5l) all medical echelons. The 
medical section (Brig) made an emergency Issue of sox, foot pow- 
der, and boric acid ointment to Maggie Higgins. Everybody agrees 
that, as dirty as she Is, she's do. Maggie Is somewhat Irritated 
with the Corps, seems that the lai^age en^loyed Is a little too 
uncouth for her. In view of the extent of her own vocabulary, this 
is remarkable.’ Cpmparatively quiet day. Reported air-strike be- 
yond Kosung - turkey shoot - airmen estimate app. fOO MK’s wiped 
Out with their vehicles(SO) . Two airmen shot down by small arms 
fire. Ore saved by helicopter after landing Insea; other crashed 
in rice paddy and was killed, igaln, three corpsmen passed this 
station in truck enroute to Masan. Guard again established at 
aid station. Dealt with Nate Maxm (case brandy) and obtained one 
Jeep trailer. Corpsmen returned from Masan (McMullen, Babblck, 
and Hagar) and Capt.Herlng iss\ied strong Instructions for them 
to carry forward to medical elements - le,not working as a team, 
not working under Bn.S\irgeon, bypassing evacuation chain, etc. 
CPC's In collecting elements running their own show. Received a 
note from Cdr. Streit at C Med : Dr.Calre apparently evacuated 
himself to Pusan. At about 213 O about 12 Korean nationals brought 
to aid stalon for treatment. Men, women, and children, nearly 
all sufferli^ various shrapnel wounds. One dead. Considerable 
confusion sorting and treating these people and transferring all 
to anotner truck to evacuate them to Masan. Herlng and Mann cel- 
ebrating Mann's birthday and getting Into the act. Seems like no 
one has slept for ages. 

12 August 1550 • •At 0330 a truck driver brought in for treatment 
of a lacerated chin and bruises. Reports ambush and road block 
about 3 miles forward. Lost his truck and reports three others 
also lost - ammo convoy. Ret\irned to duty. Charlie Med alerted 
for move forward to Kosung via LST or LSU. Consider able' olfflcul- 
ty being encountered In this move. CP pulled up stakes and moved 
forward at about CS3C. Advanced to Kosurg and established In 
Bchoolhouse there. Very rough trip across rugged mountain range. 
Qxilte heavy flreflght seen at orossraods - Army show. Sharp look- 
out kept for snipers along way. Capt. Herlng very adroit - manages 
to drive like hell, keep lousiest convoy Interval ever seen, point 
out the beauties of nature, and discuss at length the admirable 
tone of h&s lower bowel and sphincter anl - all at same time.' 

No need for ahxenalln after that trip. Considerable eneuy aead 
and equipment along route - evidences of heavy flreflght. Allen 
and crew sprayed CP and environs. Located morgue ana found two 
corpsmen OEisualtles - Anderson, N.H. 7^^973 HM3 GSW mtilt Kla 
S-ll -50 near Kosiing; Marquez ,J. Jr HM 3 GSl chest DOW 8 -II- 5 O 
near Kosung. Note: Anderson has been severely shaken and bnilsed 
twice In campaign but has refused relief. Unofficial GRO report: 
Marine dead - 22, Navy - 4. For the past 4S hours our evacuation 
situation has been adequate only beacuse no major osisualtles hsvs 

been encountered. Our slender resoxuroes, designed for amphibioxas 
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warfare, have been stretched and re-stretched so much that a major 
evacuation probleni would be a disaster. The Army conti nues to sup- 
port us with three to five ambulances but the haul from the front 
lines to the hospital at Masan is now more than fifty miles of 
rough, winding road subject to ambush, mortar and sniper fire. The 
Brigane Surgeon was pro rased an LSU three days ago to move our 
Med. Go. south along coast to give closer support and, although we 
co\ald have with difficulty moved this platoon by road, the decis- 
ion was made to stick by our chances of getting an LSU directly 
unaer our oontrol. Numerous attempt through every channel to exp- 
edite secui'ing this vessel were in vain, and, this morning at 1100, 
tne Brigade Surgeon contacted the LSU Flotilla Commander. By vir- 
tue of pungent persuasion, an LSU was diverted and ordered to Mas- 
an to pick up our Med. Co at 17OO this date. We wilr still be in 
a oaa way if heavy casualties occur his evening for we cannot ex- 
pect the LSU oefore noon to-morrow. Serious cases will be flown 
out by 'copter if available arid minor ones iield at Brigade - 
Shore Party Collecting Station set up in schoolyard at Kosui'ig. The 
entire operation, from a medical standpoint, has been one of im- 
provisation and make do and we have been barely atle to xeep our 
head.s above water because of relatively low casualty rate since 
leaving Chingaong-ni . military situation: Two Bns. are pushing 
15 lidles west of Kosurig witn both flanks aiid rear exposed. The 
tnira Bn naa seen recalled ana sent oack along our mSR to assist 
Army ytn. ROT in xeeping iiiiSu open . 5'th RGT in firefigh still at 
crossraods just aoove our former CP site. The Brig,. H^trs. sits 
aupro’teoted vvitnoux i aij.xs, ax'tiij.sry , or mortars at Kosuug,. 

Maggie Hig^-iiis aia not wasn her feet I Sgt. Baxer, US.a> evacuat- 
ed 16 casualties aim pru—ise.. z. w ;.w.re a,ii^ -.lances tnis Pm. Word 
received tnat alv.acne coiUiiXiS are in heavy firefight. At I615 a 
call was received from Sgt. Baker and he informed us that his 
platoon could no longer give us ejubulancs support. The froJtt 
lines au’s ,xw 55 Jiilss from hospital facilities with only organ- 
ic ambulance elements. Drew up rough draft for letter to BuPers 
aoout rating corpsmen in field and impracticability of conduct- 
ing exaiiinations under field conditions. At about 1730 casualties 
start coj..ix^ in from front lines - 3n. jeep axubulances are by- 
passing Regimental ai station because of confusion peculiar to 
rapidity of advance. Three abdominal vjounds, two thru and thru 
chests, and 12 miscellaneous in first run. After triage, helicop- 
ter requested and abdominal cases flovm out one at a time to Masaii 
ana Changwon Army 'copter contacted and refused to make trip bec- 
machines reported out of operation. (On the next day, this was 
checked with 25th Div. and found to be fallacy - no guts.') Attemp- 
ted to contact LST at Kosung Harbor 6 miles away but ra/iio out of 
order. Bass maae emergency jeep run ana stopped theni from sailing 
at 1600 - flotilla ocimi.andsr promising to wait two hours. Cas- 
ualties evacuatea to LST via truck and any wheel available. Total: 
32. The LST was oraerad to remain in vicirnty for night sv Brig. 
Surgeon spent 4 the night 0 n her attending to serious cases. At 
dawn, all oases were transferred to LSU for direct run to Masan. 
Ke&lan ana. corpsmen operated Aid staion during night (6-13-5O). At 


dawn the entire Brigade was ordered 


tneir objective (Suchou) to return, 
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irzuy 3th ROT aad command cpost. Another 12 oasueiltles suffered In 
withdrawal evacuated to the LST. Helioopter picked one GSW abd- 
omen directly on front lines. Brigade CP moved back to Chindong-ni 
and set up in schoolhouse. Ambulance serive from 23th Div. again 
started. Situation i^uite^ casualties cleared > and ambxilances stand- 
ing by. Brigade Sixrgeon made trip to Masan and met casualties evac- 
uated on LSOj all in good shape. Learned unoficially from corresp- 
ondent that entire Brigade is to be withdrawn and moved northward 
very shortly (R. Miller). Medical Co alerted to move via train. At 
l400 S-13-5O "the Brigade Surgeon ret;arned to CP and visited cas- 
ualties aboard LST whic^ had been evacuated from Kosong. Secured 
LCM and went aboard - 12 casualties - none serious. Arranged for 
evacua^on via Army ambulances. The Brigade aid station set up 
in snelter roofed with native mats. This p.^rtion of Chingdong-ni 
was rope and twine maniif act\iring center. All medical gear checked ^ 
repacked, and loaded on trucks preparatory to moving northward. . 

l4 August 1350 : At 03OO heavy monsoon rains began and in a short 
while our shelter collapsed and everyone went facedown with it in- 
to the mud. From then until dawn all hands sat or stood in the 
torrential downpour shivering and svickixig on brandy bottles, le 
virtually exhausted our repetoire of stories. Fortunately our med- 
ical gear had been packed but much damge to personal gear. The ant- 
icipated northward move oraered, CP struck, and moved to Masan at 
OS3C in ccnbinuir.g heavy rains. On arrival at Masan, Allen, Keel an, 
Bass and Meoon craw ordered to go to Pusan and scrounge supplies 
and motor vehicles. (See special report appended) Armstrong, Peeler, 
and Myer directed to proceed with jeep ambulanoe in support of 
convoy goiog to Miryang. At Miryang, the Brigade le to go into res- 
erve in support of Sth Army. C Med. co reloaded onto its train and 
instructed to move to Miryang via Pusan (Samnanjin). Brigade Sxirg- 
eon left on train with General Craig and staff at 17OO. 

13 August 1950 • Brigade Surgeon arrived at Miryang at O3OO - making 
31 miles in 10 hoxirs seriously fracturing his disposition. To ass- 
embly area ^ miles north of Miryang and crapped out without benefit 
of balnkets or gear. All hands bathed and swam in Mlryang-gang. One 
bathing ca.ualty suffered - fracture of oervioal vertebra. At 0900 
the Brigade Sxirgeon contacted all medical units and instructed them 
to prepare needed s\;q)ply lists for re-outfitting to point where they 
were when they lef^ Pendelton. Inasmuch as Keelan and party hal not 
reported, supplies were to be obatlned from C med. Co at Miryang 
railhead. Ten more corpsmen secxired from Medloal Co and Meoon unit 
and sent out as follows : 3 Regiment, remainder to I/3. Dope about 
going into Army reserve apparently incorrect for warning orders Iss- 
ued to be ready to go into battle and attack on call. At General's 
conference at 2000, Brigade Surgeon stressed need for more judicious 
employment of medioal personnel by Bn. CD's; point! qg out that to- 
date, on a percentage basis, we had sviffered three times as many 
dead as have the Marines. 

16 August 1950 : At 0800 Brigade Siirgeon began reconalssance of the 
designated area of operations. Contacted the 24th Div. Surgeon, a 
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Major Heritage^ who promised tiiree jeep ambulaoces by afternoon. The 
Brigede Surgeon tratersed along Army evacuation route and oont acted 
Major Coures. His ambulance platoon of seven vehicles were cowoltted 
by Army to establish evacuation service from o\ir Regimental aid 
station to Mlryang > a distance of about 20 miles over rough and 
mountainous roads (time: two hours) . Conference held with Medleial 
officers and CPO’s of Regiment - previous errors pointed out 
pnd new chain of evacuation outlined. The Regimental aid station 
expanded by two medical officers, two MSC officers (May and Engstrom 
of MEOON) ana Ik- oorpsmen. Ineismuch as we are engaged In-SX land wair- 
f are, they will operate In same manr^r as Army collecting station. 

At about l4O0, Allen, Eeelan, ana party reported in from Pusan and 
with many supplies. In addition to needed medical supplies, they 
had scrounged three jeeps, three jeep trailers, one tr\io]c and many 
rations. Ordered by Brigade Surgeon to take bath. Oiae jepp given 
to 0-3* another to AlrControl, and Brigade Surgeon retained one. 

This was dubbed 'Rene II'. At I 7 OO, the Brigade Surgeons group 
moved forward to new CP area about 1^ miles west of Tongs an. Half 
of group (Allen and crew, Armstrong, and Myer) left as rear ecehlon 
at Mlryang. Evacuation situation : All Bns. have two or more ambul- 
ances, Regimental aid has five, and we are backed up by seven from 
the 9th RCT* 

17 August 1950 • Except for continous , irritating, exacerbating, 
sniper action by mosquitos - a quiet night. At 0300 the Brigade 
S\irgeon went forward to Regimental collecting point - some artil- 
lery failiz;g in area. RegiEentsl Surgeon reports casualties atairt- 
es arriving assoon as they were In location. The station Is estab- 
lished about 300 yrade east of Eang-nl In cchijvmctlon with supp- 
l^entlng ambulance platoon. All Bns. notified by dAspatoh of this 
location. Brigade Surgeon returned to CP but went forward again 
to Reg. aid at 1100. Casualties are now heavier but situation Is 
not out of hand. The Regimental Surgeon has a peoiHiar problem In 
that a truckloaa of white phosphorous shells is parked immediately 
adjacent the aid station. No one seems to know td whom they belong 
and calls for reiooval have gone unheeded. Inasmuch as considerable 
Incoming mall Is received, these pose a somewhat urgent problem .' 

G-1 notified and G-4- notified. A shortage of litters is reported. 

Bass and Peeler sent forward with six from o\ir Installation. The 
24th Dlv. Surg. contacted and he promises to send ^0 litters for- 
ward at once to Regimental Aid Station. Military situation: I /3 
and 2/3 jui-ped off on schedule at 0300 after artillery and air 
preparation of target area. The final objective la the destruction 
of enemy forces In salient of Naktong River due west of Eang-ni. 

Enemy situation and strength estimated at three regiments sup- 
porting arms. At 1200 a message sent to reeur echelon to Shore Par- 
ty to send up four corpsmen In response to msg. from 2/3 that needed 
same and one ambulance Im:. edl ately. AmbuJ.ance sent from R^g. aid 
station. At I 3 OO called Danger Rear and requested that they notify 
C Med. Co. to (1) send Immediately 30 litters, 3 oases battle dres- 
sings and 100 units of plasma, ( 2 ) send up jeep ambulance from rear 
echelon. At 1330 request from 3*^^ for additional medical officer 
for collecting point. Contacted 24-th Dlv. S\arg. who Is sending two 
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Army medical officers to this CP for our use. Brigade Surgeon off 
again to Reg. aid to estimate situation. Returned and off again by 
nelxcopter to direct pilots to location of collecting point. Return- 
ed and directed that Brigade facilities be utilized for evacaation 
forward; Basc and Peeler dispatched with jeep and jeep aiiibulance. 
Supplies from medical Co arrived at l62C. Capt. Sharpes (USA mC) 
reported from 3^th Collecting for duty at Reg. Aid Station. Report- 
ed HC Casualties : Baboick Hm 3 GSl head KIA; Greene HM3 GSW Rt. 
leg; Leeke HM3 GSTIf It leg ana rt arm; Albin Hm3 GSW chest, Williams 
HM3 GSVi' hand aiid combat fatigue, Bailey HM3 operati-nal fatigue; 
Dowries missirig in action. Reg. aid has evacuated 121 casualties; 

KIA 6 , missing 4-. liSlB; Scribner ana Belthen repvrtea in to Brig. 
Surg ana informed us that D and E Co ' s hao. haa terrific day and 
hao. seen virtually wiped out from machine guii fire and heat cas- 
ualties in attempt tc cap rare objective - a low mountain ridge 
near Kang-ni.Retxarnsa to lines. At I7OC Bass returned and reported 
tnat Peeler had remained at Rce. sia to assist. At about 2000 a 
request was received for neliccpter evacuation out same could not 
be accomplished oecause pilot cruxa not locate station because of 
darkness. Some inco-irjg mail received at CP and road area bexow - 
no casualties reported from this. Capt Wright mC USa reported for 
doty at Reg,. Aia. Total reported casualties for aay : KIA 8 ; ?jT A 
162. Brig. Surg. meo. Sect, treatea cases of aiarrhoea tnis aate 
am.ngst CP personriel. CP area warned to expect counter attack and/ 
pr infiltration by enemy auring night. Enemy sending in a few star 
shells over CP area. We are well dug in. 

IS August 1950 : Expected couiitsr attack failed to miaterialize but 
the goddamned mosquitos continued their \mabating tactics. Brig. 
Surg. growled considerably over resonant snoring tones ''^’iginating 
from Keelan's foxhole. What with a chronic case of the thin dirties, 
Keelan haa betier watch this relaxation business or he'll have no 
bed of roses. Inasmucn as we received about I5 rounds of inc.ming 
mail tnis early morni:g, including a few air bursts, how can Bering 
telx who is or is not snoring ? Corpsmen requested yesterday arriv- 
ed at CP aoout 07pC after all pight trip which ended in Taegu and 
then back here - how loused up caii the MP's get ?

Called 
Reg;imental aid at CZ/if- ana received following : 1C casualties in, 
none serious; helicopter not required, supplies required because 
Bn's have been arawirig. Dr. H 'Doubler reports Army Medicos working 
at Reg. aid. At 0915 more artillery dropping into valley northwest 
of CP - enemy apparently trying to zero in oatteries located there. 
Wrote up letter of r ecom...ena.hticn3 from Meaial Dept aiid subiidtted 
satiie to Chief of Staff. At 1100 Keeian and Bass aispatched to Miry- 
ang to scrounge medical supplies and secured same from Army instal- 
lations alt ng way and at C Med. Co. Aad notnings: At Miryany rail- 
heau station is a tnsrmometer that read II5 degrees at I3OO. C Med 
busy with surgical cases evacuated from front by helicopter. Army's 
SC7bth hospital receiving most of casualties. Lt(jg) Bryant ill 
with dengue (?). Pickea up Patterson HM3 previously evacuated with 
aysentery and returned him to front. Army haa established numerous 
traffic control points alorg, evacuation route it is iiipussiole 
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to make time over route. Had bitter cXe^timent with Army mP major ov- 
er holding up returnizg ambulances but might have well as shoveled 
faeces against the tide. Finally returned to Reg. Aid location at 
1700 ana fotuud they had aisplaced rearward to CP area. This was 
ooassionea by following': After going forwara at 1330 estimat- 
irig situation. Brigade Surgeon had. deciaed to split the Reg. Aid 
station - sendi rg 1 med. off., and 3 H.C. forward to 5th CP and 
withdrawing remainder to Brigade CP within perimeter defense. Chain 
of evacuation functioning as smoothly as possible. On return to 
Brigade CP found cocktail party being held for visiting firemen; 
Kelly, Casteel, May, Ingstrom, Maj. Sullivan, and two Army Medics- 
joineo same in self defense. Military situation; The enemy appears 
to be in almost complete rout and is retreating in force. Artillery, 
tai'iks, ana air force have haa field day. Reported casualties from 
1030 yesterday - 157 - J estimateo. deaa ; 35 * further reported HC 
casualties. Reports indicate terrific enemy losses : I-30OO. At 
1900 wounded Nortn Korean brought in aiid questioned. Little info 
rmatio n o btained. Says he is Sgt. from l 4 Division but interraga.- 
tor believes this incorrect. The south Korean interrogating the 
prisoner is aaept at using a Judo smash across the oridg^ of the 
nose. Prisoner claims Aa*srican watch and ring he has was ob- 

tained from friend. Prisoner treated for GS^? It. leg ana rt arm 
and evacuated. Peeping Tom active %ain and dropped in a;bout 4-5 
rounds of Hardware. 

19 August 1950 : Quiet night - only oooassional artillery fire 
neard. At OSOO a helicopter aispatchea tc front lines Si.d picked up 
one serious casualty. At 09CC Keslan and Peeler to front lines to 
.^eliver supplies.. Saw all Bn. aia stations ana checked on supplies, 
aaabulances, corpsmen, etc. All appear in gooa shape. Tns 3 ^'^* obj- 
ective has already been taken and Oiily activity now is artillery 
hastening enemies retreat across Han ana an infantry turkey shoot 
^oing on from hill overlooking river. Coiisiaeraole ens^y :;,uip...s.,t, 
■rraoj supplies aloiii_ roaa tc front. Three T- 34 ^s at one spot. 
This was .p." ■; 'rhcrc Dr.Melson ana crew of aid station I/5 found 
thsiiiselves in ernbar .massing predicament of being between the lines 
while cnci.'iy tao.na axid our tanks sluggea it out over their heads. 

No further HC casualties reported and Downes located. All medical 
personnel forward appear extremely tired but in good spirits. At 
all Bns. tne sane complaint enoouiitered aboo;t respective 4 - sections 
continuing to use aid stations as morgues instead of setting up a 
separate plane fcr the dead. An example of interference ; At 14-30 
G -4 of 5 'th called and requested Brig.Surg to send anbulanoes to 3 / 5 . 
He was i .•formed tna*: he ia'- two within IGO yards of him and to use 
them. 15 casualties brought tc aia station a:id treated. Bass HMl, 
self-appointe . Nigntingale of North Koreans, treated 4 - and evacuated 
same to 19th Coll. At IO3O, Maj. Coures ''onsulted with the Brigade 
Sxirgeon and 0 _tlinea new chain of evacuation to sc utj.. Offered heli- 
copter service from this point to Mj.ryang. Both Army medico’s ret- 
urneu to parent organization. Lcdr. J. Kelly wrestled a Marine this 
morning and extracted a hl 3 ti ■. rh, . At 18 C 0 the Re^^. Aia outfllt 
packed up and displaced to the reaE about 5 miles j east of Yongsan, 
Blitz Blethen HM3 evacuatea -»vith possible mastoiditis. An e-ctre-iSly 
hot evenj ana no air stirring. Bering in foul mood. Everyone very 
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aiixious to move to rear for eat. Learned that the G-1 sectlori haa 
sent in o-ur letter regarding rating of corpamen (To Pera via Fi£F 
Pac) on their own hook completely ignoring the faot that it re- 
quires encloaures; in this case, the exam papers. Oh Lord.' In the 
late evening. Army medico's brought in an unusual case of heat ex- 
haustion - a young kid exhibiting Parkinsonian syndrome. Salt, to- 
matoe, juio, water, and talk got him out of it and he was evacuated 
to the rear. Medical sect to bed on stretchers in open 'out 'oeat a 
hasty retreat an hour or so later when rains began falling, ill * 
hands routed out at atx>ut midnlte by the damndest com.aotion - evry- 
one rolled out with rifles at a nigh port and a ro\ind in fne cham- 
oer expecting a Korean version of the Banzai charge. Story : 
narii^es had herded a bxmch of gooks into a wire enclosure about 
300 yards from CP for night. Since they haa zK>t been fed, they 
were allowed a small fire for cooking rice. One native found a bag 
or so of olack powder to help feed the fire. The result of his eff- 
orts was sheer panoeaonlum. Finally quieted down and only in the 
morning aid we learned tnat the fire was aoout 60 feet from our 
stockpiled 4.3 rocket ammo. Amen .' Village in rear burned all the 
night long. Traffic on road all night as Marines moved to rear 
assembly aresu 

20 August 1950 • Up early and preparing to move to rear, lith the 
carack of dawn cane the rumble of expelled flat\is which appesxs to 
be the Captains way of proclaiming to all (rather brashly) that the 
tone of his lower colon is restored to normal. What confidence.' Is 
interastiiig to watch and listen to Marines driving gook laborers 
around camp in clean-up campaign. Language barriers are completely 
bridged by signs and uariiie Corps Esperanto (profane type). Truck 
load of injured South Koreans bro\ight in and Bass on tne job. At 
0900 Capt. and Keelan off for Mirya^ - remainder of crew to follow 
in convoy with rear echelon. Checked at C Med Co and S076th Hospital 
at kiryang. Returned to Brigade Rear CP (on Mlryang-gang) to clean 
up and to rest - only tc learu that we are to move alaost immediate- 
ly back to former front at Changwon-Masan areas. It seems that we 
again in Army reserve .' All crew checked in and drew beer rations 
for all (3 cans per man). Colled same to some degree in river and 
enjoyed it. At 1730 3/5 moved out. At 1930 a conference held with 
all Med. officers in order to ascertain their needs. The Brigade is 

to move out at four hour intervals. Men have had only 6-8 hours 
rest after a hard caupaign. Much dysentery present but does not ap- 
pear debilitating. Allen ordered to leave for Pusan in AM and sor- 
o\inge medical sxipplies and oil for TIFA. HMC Granatowski ordered 
out of 2/3 to Meaical Co. Spent a quiet night, free of mosquitos 
but sandfleas very active. 

21 August 1930 : Allen off early to Pusan. Hering to go to Chagwon 
by 'copter and Keelan to take remaini-g group by convoy. Convoy 

of I early arbL to Ghangwon via Miryang, Samnangjin, Chinyong-ni» and 
over 82 miles of extremely rough nountainous roads. Saw 2/3 jeep 
amb\ilance trailer turned over in ditch. No casualties. Venicles 
later recovered. Our own amnulance damaged sligntly by blade of 
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c^uli^wzer v^n narrow pass out nc serious uauage. Took nearly ail day 
to ;.aKe trip and arrived at, CP at 17OG. CP located on flats oetween 
Chanfewon ana kasan iai.iisdi ately ai-. jacent £>_. a^iKnown native village. 

A former Army CP area. An extremely exposed position, filthy, craw- 
ling with vermin and over-all a heavy foecal odor. Investigation 
showed many Doaies buried in shallow graves etround the area. Five 
discovered in imuiediate vicinity Brig. Surgeons set-up. Bodies are 
in advanced decomposition, graves u];^arked , and identification im- 
pcssiDle - presumed North or South Koreans. Deodoriaation attempts 
made. Helicopters very busy; going incessantly from valley to top 
of ridges setting out our patrols. Capt . Bering reports tnat a 
representative from FmF Pac wac at CP this afternoon ra;^uesting 
ne.ltn recoras ana other information on casuaJ-ties and evacuated 
persomel. Referrea to Bunting at Pusan. Bunting also reports for- 
warding the exaiii nation papers s uacately via FMF Pac with refer- 
ence to letter previously forwarded. Took troops little time to 
discover sundry wells and watering places in nearby village. In 
this heat, they can hardly oe blamea for seeking cool water but the 
aysentery problem is ever prevalent, Immedi ate stop oraer issued 
and MP ’ s put on /.ater holes Tall tales of a neck-deep cool stream 
investigatea by Peeler ana Armstrong and proved false. CP area 
fogged ana re-fogged by Meoon unit. The fields here are loaded with 
beans, , eas, and native cotton. They also teem with Japanese beet- 
les vvnich are ravotiiiig the crop. 

22 August 19 5G : Quiet night. Brig. Surg. contacted Div.Surg of 
23th. ana maae arrangements for ambulance support in event we are 
committed. In siii-e of 25th' s apprehensions ana their claims of 
viscious fignting in area, a tour of tneir clearing elements shows 
only six oasuaxties received up until 1000 to-day. It does not ap- 
apear that ’we are to oe i .a..ea i ataly oom.:.itted. Allen arrivea from 
Pusan with load of meaical supplies ana ail Bns. re-suppliea to 
maximum possible ana balance of supplies turneu over to Rce^iixentiai 
aid . Area again fogged by EDCU ana results excellent - flies in 
area slowly disap'pearing. Rumors around CP that the 1st Marine 
Division will arrive here shortly. Workea on rough draft of letter 
to 1st. MarDivSurg contain! jqg Brigaae ' s r ecommendations. Galley 
set-ups are being conpleted in area ana troops are receiving hot 
food. Galley equipment inadequtite. Movies in area at evening. Ber- 
ing not in good health - has bad cold and cough. Rx-Brandy and cod, 
3ulf. Dr. Casteel to look him over. Allen and Keelan to Masan to 
raise hell at C mea and, on return, founa crev/ completely relaxed 
ana baooling auch nonsense about an air raid alarm. Whatever had 
been In those octtles certainly had a high sp.gr.J Bering quite 
oitter over a report that our Dr.Caire nab. made Life's cover. Won- 
aer who starts these things? Rainea hsa.-ily this afternoon and 
intermittent snovvers this eveniu^,. Nights are oecoming cooler, 

23 August 1950 I Crew up early complete witn i_angcvers. Army has 
large gook labor gaiigs digging in atop all ridges around us. For 
breakfast- hot cakes and bacon - lo^Jig time no see .* Made rounds of 
all Bn. aid stations aiiU Re^. aid a,iiQ checked on supplies. Everyone 
reports ample supplies on hand for any exigency. Ootainea rosters 
of all personnel at all meaica.1 instantiations. Will place all by 
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m aao r anduifi ana return as many as possible tc parent organizations 
wnen oaiiipaign is over and./or when replacements arrive. Heads in 
area are i naae^.iUate and i^llen is raising hell. Mess installations 
inspectea and most found ina: equate. Basic trouble is lack of equip- 
ment and inability of personnel tc improvise. Allen inspecting all 
arid instructing C)'s and mess saxgeants. Capt. Bering to Pusan and 
return by ’copter. Reports rear echelon working on reports and 
health record - but progress necessarily slow. If we remain here 
¥?ill sena additional personnel to rear to assist. To Masan and 
checkea with Bryant o n Med. Go's supplies. They report too much on 
hana ana have placea stop oraer on automatic resupply from Pusan. 

To Ligntning H^trs ana received report of 79 casualties passing 
through Army's installations to-day. None serious (?). Attempted 
to purchase case of oeer from Army ana might as -well have attempted 
ouyin^i the crown jewels of the Maharajah of ZPunj aoi .' We nad a 
Korean Minsky show in evening for tro.ps - consiaerable corn but 
appreciated. Allen and crew up till small hours fogging in Masan, 
Chinhae, CP ai’ea, and 8063 rd hospital area at Changwon. Two local 
characters maoe reconclssance sppea run in SC63rd Hospital area 
at Changwon. Fully equipped and armed to the teeth, they left in 
high spirits with instnactions to leave a candle in the window for 
them. Purely redundant for tiiis is a frank case of t.ce blind lead.- 
ing ti e blind .' At about 23 GC , Lt jg Tomlin called and reports that 
litn. Maxines alerted for iiimediate move forward (CMiidong-ni) in 
support of Army artillery. He re-.|Uests medical supplies. Jesus, 
Joseph, and Mary.' Only this AM, they reported themselves in good 
snape. 

24 August 193' : Fairly oool night and somewhat aisturbed at early 
hour oy individuals tryi% to locate candle in window. At 0800, a 
Dugle sounaed ana ahe colors vvere tv/o -bio eked on a mast erected in 
area yesterday. Social note : A strange object found in jeep bel- 
onging to Brig. Surg. and, after considerable thought and research 
by citaff, finally iaeiitified as Pin, hair, bobby, female, American 
type, M-l-A-1 , revisea, non-mechanical. Same placed on display. 
Medical Co oraerea to supply 11th Marines with needs. A memorial 
service is to be held to-day at masan for our dead. Attended by 
Capt. Hiring, Armstrong., Bass, Peeler, and, Meyer* Crew then went to 
Chinhae for swim and shovt?. Reports that a DG -3 crashed in on land- 
irjg' but no oaouaities. At 17 OO a neat exhaustion case evacuated 
from ridge via nelicopter. Mess setups inspectec. again and some im- 
prevement noted particularly in use imi^ersion heaters. Payuaster 
arrived in CP area tiiis evening - first time we've seen him since 
oeginning of camipaigii, Bass established contact for laundry service 
at aajacent village - 200 won per dandle. The same two characters 
off again tu same area for further reconai ssance. Either they are 
out of practice or nave enG..u-.,tered rather difficult terrain with a 
nigh-impossible objective. In eve^.i ig , call from Gdr.Streit at 
Masan : several ms-.. Co. officers pickea up oy mP's for being out 
vii street after militar-y curfew - no casualties - no bail required. 
med.Go. reports indicate disease rats begiri.dng to olimb - several 
DU's, FUO's, malsxia, filaria, etc. Areas again fogged by EDCU. The 
speoied recon unit in early ana quietly -apparently no contact.' 
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25 August 195'. : 5/5 uiarciiel by at early hour on field problem. A 
siuall band concert prior tc colors at OSOC brought out ..any grins 
ano. raised uiorale. Radio gang near us have tv/c s-iell house gooks 
.vxicm they are training rigour us ^y - first lesson: stand at atten- 
tion v/hen anthem is played. At O515 received information that 4- 

xGD ' s are available for us at ScotcK Rear in Pusan (Capt. Lewis) Tne 
eagles are still working.' Capt. Bering off to sperjd morning at 
0 ii/ieu. Go. Med. Go needs microscope ani other lab gear to proper- 
ly investigate cases of FUO, malaria, etc. This gear all left be- 
nlnu previously at Pusan. At 1101 Allen left for Pusan to scrounge 
Took witn nim xtyer an^^ Peeler to wotk witn Bunting on rs.crts and 
lecoros. At lOCv. Capt Kerirg. returned ana reports operating a oaie 
of Obstructed ocwel this Aj; at masan. Tne G-4 informs us that a 
5o day medical re-supply is on an LST at Masaio; also two new jeep 
ai/bulanoes. Keelan ana Bass tc Cninhae for swim and snower. Got 
f.-'ulea up on roaas out maie a shower. No beer avail aole. Return- 
ea si.a j acned-up . Co on reports cuiO returns - they are disoh- 
ai'ging- patients as DU.' Considerable artiiaery fire heard over 
hilxs northw'est of ua. After three days rest, Divouacitis is app- 
earing al_ i.ver our cax^p. Per el ere begiiining to gripe, growl, 
and oeat their gums over anything. ERH is rather outstanaing exaio- 
ple and exhibits the much-puolici zed cravings of pregnancy. Tonite 
he haa a craving for salted peanuts ana rouiidly cursed all hands, 
himself. Max Corps, SecNav, and the General Staff because none were 
available. EDCU on job with foggi .ig. Allen concerned over how long 
oil will last and inability of 4 Section to get off their tails 
ai;a. procure some. A small party in Hqtrs.Coidt. tent that amply 
illustrates an olu mea. aept. aaage that aavises the dilution of 
to stave off aenyaration. Sullivan ana kann in fine shape.' 

Have found .ut ^hat the v.’xi st-watch has conxea out. 

26 August 1950 J Allen ana crew returned early from Pusan with 
vehicles and supplies. They bring a sad tale of woe from the rear 
echelon about lack of help, behind in work, no supervision, etc. 
Tnere appears to be .;ore heie than imsets the eye and ear. Lt jg 
May ordered to rear for TAD to act as rear-echelon adm. asst. HMC 
kayfi^fld Drought in form N's for forwarding to rear. lOS identified 
6 unknown, and 26 cases buried by Army on which no forms prepared. 
Vehicles assigned to Reg. aid station for distribution. Meeting of 
all medical officers to discuss award recommendations and suggest- 
ions for proposed operations. Air raid alert at 2000 but turned to 
be falsealarm. Allen and crew out in evening fogging various areas 
axia Allen ret\irned maaaer'n'ell because someone had. cussed him out 
at our Mea. Co train in Masan. Doctors and corpsmen from all inst- 
allations in all day and our office has become the J.J. Anthony spot 
Gapt.Herine. anxious about future ^xzs prospects relative to medical 
streimth of tne 1st. Division ana ourselves. Although ordered and 
reu;uested by aespatch, no replacements nave been received (we asked 
FMF for 155 60 ana 6 mC) and no word is available as to what the 
Division may have in way of personoxel and/or supplies. 

27 August 1956 : Quiet cool night. Dispatched a fe,roup of corpsmen 



to Mas&xi to atoena special ciiurch services oeiiig, iield for Baooick 
ana kar^uez; ootii of whom KI A earlier i campaign. Inspected mess 
installations and raised keli over improper use of im.*,er3ion heat- 
ers arxa failure of i^ired mess-gooks to clean -gear. Sent fcl-cw-up 
aespatcn to FnF Pac re replacements, have request ea Ip 5 HC aaid 4 
kC to oring us up to T/0 str ene'th. Alien ana Keel an to kasan to 
investigate story of re-supply on LSIh Story proven to oe false 
out amuoiances haa arrivea as rep-rtea. Also located consider aole 
EDGU gear; Alien profane over this - haa last seen it in Jag-an. 

Went to Med. Co ana issued instructions rtgai'ding ordering of .,.ed- 
ioal supt-lies. mea. Co. wild suOiiiit re-rai sit ions to Brig.Surg. for 
approval and for avvraiug. Procured a typewriter and a few office 
supplies. General Craig inspected ked. Co installation on train. 

On return to CP found Capt. Heirint; had r. osived orders for detach- 
ment from the Brigaae and ordered to 1st. Div. in Japan. The bar- 
rel was promptly rolled out. Comdr. Casteel appointed Brigade Sur- 
geon vice Capt. Bering , and Lcdr. Lesssnden appointed Regimental

Hospital reported this morning that 
t.it Lt walxed out of nospital syaii-g that the place was not warm 
eiiougn ana hao returned to native village ac-jacent to CP. Search

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eared sweatin^ly nappy he was left stewiag in his own ^uioe and the 
G-2 section notified of his whereabouts. They threw up their hands, 
the iueaical aepartment retaliated in like manner, and an impasse was 
reached. An extremely hot day and the shower broke down at 15OO. 

In evening. Army started evacuating civilians from adjacent village 
and we hear they must be all gone in the next 2 k- hours. Our problem 
with respect to the South Korean Lt. appears solved - we'll no doubt 
get him back. 

31 A-ugust 155c : Major Sherman returned from Jspan this AM with ver- 
bal authority from C^t. Bering to transfer Lt. Lehman to 1st MarDiv 
this date fbr duty and to transfer Keel an there also on TAD.

Will those eagles ever stop working T At about 1300 the 
foecal matter struck the General electric as follows : Ve received 
our sout Korean Lt and evacuated him again with love and kisses. 

A DU heat exhaustion brovight in from Recon Go. by 'copter with a 
temperatiire of IO5. Cooling therapy brought him down to 102 but 
tender atxore rose again within half hoxir to 105> Evacuated as DU 
malaria. Meanwhile the EUSAK Medical Inspector team of Lt. Col. 
Gordaon and Maj , Hill in and reported possible epidemic of Jap. B 
encephalitis at Chinhae. In past week, 13 cases reported amongst 
Korean cl vili ans, majority of cases in children from 6 to 8 years. 

No definite diagnosis established because of lack of daignostic 
facilities and cases reported negative for paralysis except for 
aphonia. Etiology unknown and cases begin with general malaise, 
fever, ana aevelop into mental confusion state indicative of cort- 
ical Involvement. They req\iested imi.«diate assistance with all 
fogging machines available. They seemed astounded to learn that we 
hetix previously given them a TIFA and same was now in Pusan. CG ad- 
vised and he ordered continued local fogging for protection of his 
troops and Allen to take Besseler to Chinhae and assist. Allen de- 
parted after instructing his crew on local proced\ires. LtCol. Gor- 
don also inquired as to statue of troops* anti-cholera ini-oculat- 
ions since Pusan had reported one native case of cholera during the 
week.

Word passeo. over speaker that 3/5 ha. gone 
ashore on Wcliui-ao at 060 C after softening up by navi gunfire. At//^^’ 
word pasaea that Wolmi-ao haa beexx secured and few casualties had 
occurred. At about 14-00 we exiterea outer inenoa Harbor and cropped 
the hook about 1000 yards west of AGO 7 aha began preparations for 
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assault landLlog. The harbor area is cluttered with ship of all 
types - AP, AK, LSI, LSD, YMS, DD , and CL. All assault ship# axe 
Aroppin^^ landing oarft in the area and they axe forming in famil- 
iar circles aro .<nA parent ships and picking up their troops. 

Line ships are firing at target area - some at near point blamk 
range. Many aircaxft givii^ close support with neq^alm , bombs, 
rockest 4 etc. Most of town of Inchon obscured by heavy pall of 
smoke. At I 7 OO a conceuixated barrage laid down on tagget area 
by all ships and aircraft and continued for one half hour. First 
waves hit Red Beach at 17^0 ani first reports indicate only light 
rei stance ax4 relatively few casualties. Rain began to fall at 
ISOO and turned into constant drizzle. Many large fires seen in 
Inonon arui area all throvigh night and numerous heaoy explosions 
heard. Unloading of ships halted at about 2000 by tides. Made 
arrangements to go ashore in AM with Ser.2031). 

D-Day evacuation picture : Ceisualties on initial landiqg on Green 
Be6M)h on Volnl-do relatively. These came off island in original 
landing oraft and were taken to LSD 22 and McKinley aocording to 
plan. Landing on Red Beach at Inchon at 173^ encountered relativ- 
ely heavy fire and reported 23 C- 3 OO casualties. Serious taken to 
two L£Tr(H) and others to LST's beached that had been augmented 
with medical personnel from Med. Bn. The Division Siixgeon made 
arrangements for ten ambulance boats to meike Blue Beach on first 
nigh tide and RGT notified to have casualties on sea-wall. Sumiz^ 
ary of Initial evacuation: Under olrcumatances> casualties well 
handled. However, had casualties been heavy on Blue Beach, the 
situation would have been disastrous. 

16 September 1950 D plus 1 : The Medical Battalion commenced 
landing at 0330 and personnel and transportation rendezvcaiaed to 
right of Red Beach. A foul -19 in calling away of signals caused 
the early landing of the Med. Bn; Signal Co was supposed to land 
The Division Surgeon landed at 14-30 inoonpany with Med. Bn. CO 
and made forward reoonaissanoe to select site for 1st Dlv. Hospit- 
al and located excellent facilities at site about ^ mile east of 
Inchon : Two large school buildings, three stories high, very 
clean and with large compound for vehicles and 'copter Ending 
area. Med. Bn. ordered proceed this area leaving supply personnel 
on beaches to spot equipment and supplies. Forward troop vlsments 
well in aavanoe of planned objectives . The Div. 8 urg> section came 
ashore at 16 OC after three hours in stream waiting to make slip. 
Rendezvoused at CP area and setup shop. Returned to oeach areas 

to scrounge. Red and Yellow beaches a mess of dumped stores and 
equipment. Too many people have fiigers in this pis and the resiol- 
ting confiision is beautifuQ. - there's even a Rear Adm. in nice 
clean khaki adding to the uproar by taking personal charge. Ylke.' 
Cdr. Barth DC blew his top this date. Brought to rear by corpsmen 
and picked up on Inchon road by Keel an and brought to CP. Damn 
near brkoe Keelan's neck but subdued. Evacuated by Capt. Bering 
Peeler, and Armstrong to Yellow Beach and sent to Consolation. 
Received an amount of Russian Medical gear liberated near Ascom 
city - lab. gear and new first aid kits. 

17 September 1930 D plus 2 : Medical Bn. setting up at new location 
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, equlpuezit , supplies, and vehioles slowly aocumulating. At 1000, 
the Division Surgeon male reoonai ssance to establish h&spltal for 
civilian wounded and locatea same at Middle Girl's School, on Oh- 
ssvatory Hill In Inohon - hereafter to he known aa Earing General 
Hospital. Staffed with 3 ^0 end 6 HC from Army ten^orarlly eisslgn- 
ed to Med. Bn; 2 MO and 10 HC from Med. Bn. ; Dr. Gha and a few Kor- 
ean nurses whom he had roimded up. Equipped hy Med. Bn; Eng. Spec. 
Brig; and oaprtiired Russian gear. Over 100 casualties received 
there on first day of operation. Went to ROK CP and Informed them 
to (l) spread word to populace regarding location of Herlng Gener- 
al, ( 2 ) spread word to populace that fogging operations would 
start In Inchon and th^ fog was beneficial and not poisonous, and 
( 3 ) direct ROK casualties to 1st Dlv Hospital. At 14-00 the Divis- 
ion Hospital was opened and all \anlts notified of Its location. 
Went forward and inspected R^^glmenatl Aid Stations (1st and 3 th) 
ai:d. three Bn aid stations - In good shape and supplies holding. 
Military situation: The Division Is well In advance of pi aimed 
objectives. Klmpo airport secured after short battle with defehd- 
ers - about 3^0-400 NK's who climaxed affair with Banzai charge 
across strip and were slauhgtered. Received call to meet Adm. 
Boone and party at Inchon docks at 0843 to-morrow. At 1800 Keelan 
and Armstrong to front to deliver four messages (2 oz each) to 
Col. P\iller at his CP. Many enemy dead and destroyed T-34's along 
route. Vlstited Dlv Hospital on return. Left Dlv Hospital after 
dark and held up for about 13 minutes at Intersection 1/4 mile 
from hospital by sniper activity. Bit the grit with roxind In 
chamber. On return Dr. Lehman and Dr. Cha to yellow Beach in res- 
ponse to call for aid to POW’s. Treated a numers of GSW's and 
ordered serious removed to LST(H). Casualties continued relatively 
light throughout day. 


18 September 1950 • 0 plus 3 • Attended conference G-4 at 0730 
and briefed on logistic support. The Dlv Surg. met Adm. Boone and 
Gdr. Bigelow at Pie^ Charlie Inchon at 0843 and conducted them on 
tour throigh city visiting Bering General, ROK CP (Adm.'li), and 
1st Dlv. Hospital. Gave both Russian First Aid Kit for transmittal 
to BuMed. Took both as far forward as seemed advisable and return- 
ed to CP where Adm and party had lunch with CG. Adm. Boone appear- 
ed plesised with Inspections of medical Installations.

and Party to boat landing. Dlv. Surg. accompanied CG on tour of 
inspection Dlv. Hospital at l400. Dispatched two 'copters at l4l3

Crew in fine snape - Bunting: fracture of 
rt. 2nd. netacarpal; Peeler tchronio cold; Armstrong: torn lig- 
amnt left pectoralis and/or pleurisy. Happy Birthday to Armstr- 
ong and brandy all around. Weather very cool. 

20th September 1350 0 plus 5 • At about 0200, 3“^ roxmds of incom- 
mail wall received in iuimediate vicinity. The Div Surg (avec 
sleeping bag but sans boots and pants) waa out of (iuarters and 
into foxnole in what amo\nats to a new world's record for such act- 
ivities ~ a flat assed flaah 10 second dash.'
